Evergreens, too, must renew their leaves 


Contrary to what you may have thought, leaves on evergreen trees 
and shrubs don’t last for the life of the plant. Tests in Colorado show 
that the leaves usually live only 4 to 10 years. Longest life recorded 
was 32 years for leaves of an Engelmann spruce. Because leaves die at 
different times during the year, casual observers are unaware of their 
loss. Some new leaves start each year. 


Vitamin extractors now in operation 


The magic of the chemist’s vacuum-still is proving an easy, cheap way 
to extract natural vitamins from fish oils and unpalatable fruits and 
vegetables. The new method provides the featherweight touch needed 
to boil off the vitamins without destroying them. Later, the vitamins 
can be added to popular foods that contain too few natural vitamins. 


Coal makes plant food 


Waste grades of soft coal have been converted experimentally into a 
chemical plant food closely related to natural soil humus. Tests indi- 
cate considerable promise for the method, says Dr. T. S. Polansky, of 
Pennsylvania State College. 


Should you cultivate your garden? 


During recent years, many experts have felt that cultivation was 
waste effort unless you had weeds to kill. But cultivating may not be 
waste effort after all. Some scientists now assert that unless the top 
inch of soil is stirred occasionally, soil bacteria and fungi may become 
abundant enough to plug the soil against air movement. 


‘New uses for chimney soot 


Adding chimney soot to chemical plant food during manufacture of 
the food results in a mixture that is free-flowing for easy applications 
to the soil in damp, muggy weather, tests have shown. Soot also has 
been added experimentally to soil to make it enough blacker so that 
it would absorb more heat from the sun. Potatoes in treated soil grew 
faster and often escaped attack by the scab fungi. 


America’s birch trees starving to death 


Our multi-million-dollar birch lumber industry is threatened by a 
murderous onslaught of tiny bronze birch borers. The pests tunnel 
out little channels under the bark, shutting off the normal flow of food 
within the trees. Thrifty trees have an abundant sap flow that drowns 
out the borers, but overage or sick trees have little sap in them and 
little chance to fight back. Owners of ornamental birches are advised 
to water them generously as a precautionary measure. 


Temperature controls killing power of sulfur 


Sulfur dusts won’t be more effective against plant diseases merely 
because you apply them more generously. The air temperature deter- 
mines the disease-killing power. Recent experiments prove that 
dusts containing 10 to 50 percent sulfur provide ample protection 
when applied so you can just see the dust film on the leaves.

It's NEWS to Me!

Be prepared to fight fire in the 
home instantly. A fire extinguisher 
close at hand may save a home, 
perhaps a life. The Fire-Wand Ex- 
tinguisher hangs on the wall, 
looking decorative, ready for busi- 
ness. The refillable tubes contain 
compressed carbon dioxide, the 
most efficient agent to combat gas, 
grease, oil, and electrical fires. 
Unit is steel, enameled white with 
floral trim. One-tube Fire-Wand, 
$8.75; two-tube, $14.95; in stores 
or ppd. Tel-O-Post Company, 
140 Ash St., Akron 8, Ohio. 


King-sized lighter for gas ovens 
and heaters saves your hands and 
eyebrows and nerves. Works like 
a cigarette lighter, on standard 
lighter fluid; puts the flame out 
at the end of a 6-inch tube which 
reaches into those inaccessible 
spots to touch off a gas flame.

Does a war trophy 


menace your home?

A BAZOOKA rocket, a war sou- 
venir, proved more interesting 
than cakes and ice cream for five 
small children attending a birth- 
day party in Newark last year. For 
the kids, the rocket was a wonder- 
ful object. But when it exploded, 
all five were crippled for life. 

An unusual accident? Not at all. 
Death’s wartime machines are still 
at work, not on the battlefield but 
in our own homes. 

Newspaper accounts of all war- 
souvenir accidents and near-acci- 
dents are kept on file by the Treas- 
ury Department in Washington. 
Here is a small part of the record 
for recent months: 

A 12-year-old boy was killed in 
Fresno, California, when he tried 
to pry open a 60-miliimeter shell 
brought home by a soldier. 

A live trench mortar shell was 
found at the entrance to a cemetery 
in Baltimore. 

Two grade-school pupils ap- 
peared in school at Santa Monica, 
California, with several live hand 
grenades attached to their belts. 
Their brother had brought the 
grenades home from the jungle 
islands of the Pacific. 

In Morgantown, West Virginia, 
two boys, both 10, were seriously 
injured when a brother of one of 
them accidentally discharged a 
war trophy pistol. The pistol 
wasn’t loaded, the brother said. 

In the 30 years since World War 
I, this long and apparently endless 
serics of war-trophy mishaps has 
taken an estimated 3,000 lives in 
this country and has been the cause 
of countless serious injuries. 


To REMOVE this menace, offi- 
cials of the army, the navy, the 
National Rifle Association, and the 
alcohol tax unit of the United 
States Treasury have begun a 
campaign which they hope will 
make really harmless every sup- 
posedly “‘harmless” trophy in the 
country. ‘‘De-activation” is the 
word they use for the process which 
changes a war trophy from a po- 
tential killer to a harmless souvenir. 
They hope it is a term which will 
soon be familiar to everyone. 

It is a big job which they have 
set for themselves. When a troop- 
ship docked at Norfolk two years 
ago, 30,000 explosive, or poten- 
tially explosive, war souvenirs were 
found in the possession of the re- 
turning G.I.’s. This should give 
you some idea of the vast number 
of dangerous trophies now lying 


around in living rooms, dens, and 
attics. 

A trophy doesn’t have to be a 
gun, a grenade, or a rocket to be 
dangerous. In Jackson Heights, 
Long Island, a veteran who had 
escaped injury during the war was 
badly wounded when a German 
fountain pen exploded in his home. 
Both the Japanese and the Ger- 
mans were adept at booby-trap- 
ping cameras, binoculars, foun- 
tain pens and other small objects 
likely to be picked up as souvenirs. 
Some of these were set to take con- 
siderable handling before explod- 
ing. This is why many souvenirs 
were brought safely to this country, 
handled often without accident, 
finally to explode in the owner’s 
home. 

Sometimes the mechanism of a 
booby trap that was designed to 
explode when first moved didn’t 
work—right at the moment, that is. 
But such booby traps are explod- 
ing today in the hands of curious 
children or friends of the collectors. 


Tuere is no safe way to inspect 
an object for booby-trap explo- 
sives. The only safe procedure is to 
turn it over to an expert for in- 
spection and possible de-activation. 

Almost as dangerous as a live 
bomb is a gun which is loaded and 
fired with the wrong kind of am- 
munition. A Cincinnati girl last 
year lost an eye when her boy 
friend demonstrated his Japanese 
rifle. The American ammunition 
he used proved too powerful for 
the rifle breech, and the gun ex- 
ploded. Any gun of foreign make 
can explode unless the owner has 
received expert advice as to the 
right ammunition. 

Another war souvenir hazard, 
littie understood even by ex- 
G.I.’s, is that many ordnance de- 
vices depend upon a fuse or primer 
for full explosion. These primers 
contain a small explosive charge— 
enough, say, to take off a couple of 
fingers or a child’s foot. War heads 
of shells are examples. They make 
excellent cigarette lighters or 
paperweights and are among the 
most popular trophies. 


Even World War I souvenirs 
cannot be regarded as safe. A vet- 
eran of that war so learned when 
he attempted to remove the grips 
from the German Luger which he 
had used for 28 years. The grips 
had been booby-trapped, and the 
gun exploded. [ Turn to page 148

Wa EN your time comes, you'll 
be there,”’ Uncle Benjamin used to 
say. Uncle Benjamin meant that 
health and accident precautions 
were useless and unnecessary—if 
you were scheduled to meet your 
Maker, you couldn’t postpone the 
occasion. It proved true for Uncle 
Benjamin—but that was _ before 
sulfa. 

As medical knowledge has 
grown, so has the number of years 
which the average person can ex- 
pect to spend between the cradle 
and the grave. In 1900 this life ex- 
pectancy was 49 years. Today it is 
65—an increase of 16 years in little 
more than a generation. And with 





each birthday life expectancy in- 
creases slightly. A man who has 
reached the age of 40 can expect to 
live to be 70; a woman of 40 should 
reach 74. 

Four hundred years ago in 
western Europe the average life- 
time was 22 years. Three hundred 
years ago it was less than 30, as it 
is in India today. The advance in 
medical science which more than 
doubled these figures will probably 
continue, make possible an even 
longer life. 

Anyone, of course, may fall short 
of the average, or exceed it, de- 
pending partly on whether he 
chose the right grandparents. The

natural lifetime of your ances- 
tors is a good indication of your 
own natural lifetime. Occupation 
or profession, race, and the climate 
in which you live are other factors. 
Until you find out otherwise, how- 
ever, you can be fairly sure that 
you will have at least 16 extra years 
of life—16 years which wouldn’t 
have been yours had you been born 
half a century sooner. 

Today those 16 years are having 
an important impact upon our 
economic and political life. Makers 
of false teeth, gold-rimmed spec- 
tacles, and hearing aids are in 
growing industries. Security for the 
aged is a political bonanza. The 
pension bandwagon has carried 
many a politician into office. Costs 
of medical care and hospitalization 
for the aged have grown heavier. 
Heart disease, cancer, mental ill- 
ness, and other chronic diseases 
connected with old age require 
extensive, wealth-consuming at- 
tention. They explain in part the 
critical shortage of nurses, doctors, 
hospital facilities. 

These extra years are creating 
social and personal problems, too 
—problems which most of our 
forefathers, who left the earth in 
comparative youth, didn’t have to

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A COMPARATIVELY small in- 
vestment in ordinary hand tools 
can pay large dividends. Now, 
when wages are high and repair- 
men hard to find, you need tools 
more than ever so you can do or- 
dinary repair jobs yourself. 

No man ever gets too old to 
learn, so that’s no reason for put- 
ting it off. Handling most tools is 
not hard, and many repairs are 
more a matter of tools than know- 
how. 

Here is a basic list of tools needed 
for home repairs and maintenance. 
You should be able to buy them for 
about $25: There are other tools 
you will need for specialized jobs, 
but it’s better to wait and buy 
them as you need them. Above all, 
buy good tools. Cheap tools won't 
last, and they won’t do satisfactory 
work. To start, you'll need: 

One all-purpose hammer, weigh- 
ing about 16 ounces 

One crosscut saw, 10 or 11 teeth 
to the inch 

Two screwdrivers, one small 
and one large 

One smoothing plane, about 9 
inches long 

One sliding square, preferably 
with a built-in level 

One monkey wrench, large 
enough for opening a drain trap 

One pair of pliers 

Three wood chisels, * inch, 4 
inch, and 34 inch 

One 6-foot folding ruler 

One 8-inch mill file 

One hand drill for starting 
screws. (You can use a brad awl) 

One brace and a set of bits, 14 
inch, 3% inch, 4% inch 

One oilstone for sharpening 
blades. (You'll soon want a grind- 
stone, too) 

One scraper 

One nail set 

One putty knife. 

Check your budget to see how 
much you spent this past year on 
little jobs around the house. You'll 
probably find it was more than 
twice what it would cost you for 
tools to do the jobs yourself, and 


the other fellow had the fun of 


doing them. 

Before long these tools will be- 
come old friends; so get to know 
them and their limitations as soon 
as you buy them. 


The Hammer 


Your all-purpose hammer should 
weigh at least 16 ounces. Using a 
lighter hammer makes driving a 
nail hard work; you need the 
weight. The same is true of pulling

big nails. Use a heavy hammer, or 
you'll break the handle and easily 
shear a claw. When you pull nails, 
stick a block of wood under the 
hammer head for extra leverage. 
Always make it easy on yourself. 

To get full benefit of the weight 
of your hammer, grasp it at the 
extreme end of the handle. Many 
carpenters wrap tape around that 
end to form a grip. 

For light work, with tacks and 
brads, you may want to buy a 
light hammer, too. 


The Saw 

A saw is a row of sharp little 
chisels. If you buy a good crosscut 
saw, with 10 or 11 teeth to the inch, 
you'll be using it a lot. 

A crosscut saw is designed for 
cutting across the grain. If you in- 
tend to do much sawing with the 
grain, which is unlikely, you'll 
also need a ripsaw. 

Don’t neglect your saw. Keep it 
sharp, and you'll do better work. 
Sharpen it yourself if you want to, 
but my advice is to get someone 
else to do it. It’s a tough job, and 
you can easily ruin a good saw. 
After you try it once, you'll wonder 
why someone else will sharpen it 
so cheaply. 

In close work, you often have to 
saw on one side of a straight line. 
Be sure you are on the right side; 
you can easily plane off a little ex- 
cess wood. Crowd the saw up to 
the line with the fleshy side of your 
left thumb, and start the cut by 
drawing the saw toward you. 
Then saw with long, easy strokes, 
being careful not to press. 

In every case, you’d better 
square your board and mark it be- 
fore you start. It takes a lot of ex- 
perience to saw square without 
marking. It’s more than likely, at 
first, that the saw itself will get out 
of plumb. Check this as you go, 
using a try square—one arm 
against the wood and the other 
against the saw. 

There are several special saws 
you Can acquire as you need them. 
Hacksaws come in handy for cut- 
ting metal. A coping saw is used for 
curved-line cutting, and a backsaw 
is used for fine work. The familiar 
keyhole saw is just that—for cut- 
ting keyholes. You can also cut 
around corners with it. If you 
have to cut a board that’s already 
in place, you drill a hole, stick your 
keyhole saw thru the hole, and be- 
gin cutting. When you really need 
a keyhole saw, you'll find nothing

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ee LEWIS used to fuss around about fire- 
places the way some modern -architects do. “Dirty 
things . . . no way to warm a man’s bones. . . roast in 
front and freeze behind.” 

But I noticed that every evening, as soon as a match 
was touched to the kindling, Grandpa would inch his 
chair up to the hearth. I could see his toes wiggle con- 
tentedly in his slippers as he eased back and began remi- 
niscing. 

One night I asked him why, if he was so concerned 
with warming his bones, he chose the fireplace in prefer- 
ence to a radiator or gas heater. 

“Child,” he replied, “those contraptions don’t warm 
a man’s soul.” 

I believe Grandpa had something there. A fireplace 
tho some folks call it “obsolete,” “cunfunctional,” “un- 
necessary’’—is still the heart of a well-lived-in home. 
Scientific heating or no scientific heating, we still have 
souls to warm. And there’s nothing quite like a friendly 
open fire to warm them. 

If you want proof, light a roaring blaze on a blustery 
Sunday afternoon. Then sit back and see how quickly the 
whole family, scattered thru the house a few moments 
before, is drawn to the fireside. Have you ever noticed 
how nearly impossible it is to stir up a family ruckus when 
you're all gathered around a crackling open fire? Dad 
forgets about the fender that Mom dented. Junior de- 
cides Sis is a pretty good egg after all. And Mom knows 
that if ever there was a time to bring up that new coat, 
this is it, while the cheery blaze and heady odor of wood 
smoke mellow Dad’s mood. 





AN OPEN fire can have the same tonic effect on the 
family’s social life. Take a party of mixed personalities. 
It has progressed to that state of frost where every guest 
wears a glassy look and the hostess wishes she’d never in- 
vited anybody in the first place. Now light the logs, turn 
down the lamps, and the whole atmosphere suddenly 
changes. Chairs are pulled up to the hearth; the shy 
guest begins to sparkle; the garrulous Mrs. Garrity re- 
laxes; the super sophisticated couple becomes human, 
and the talk grows meaty and good. 

I think those architects who contend that “‘fireplaces 
are ridiculous in this air-conditioned era’’ have their 
necks out a foot. Why don’t they concentrate on making

better fireplaces? Fireplaces guaranteed not to belch, 
backfire, or heat the chimney. Fireplaces equipped with 
such worksaving features as the push-button trap door 


that lets ashes down into a fireproof ash bin. . . the gas 
flame connection for starting logs without paper and 
kindling . . . a sensibly large woodbox incorporated into 


every fireplace wall. 

Of course, we who build and live in houses are often 
to blame for neglecting the fireplace, too. | know many a 
couple who originally planned to have a big, inviting 
hearth. But when money began to run short (doesn’t it 
always?), they decided to “‘save”’ on the fireplace—cut it 
down or do without it completely. 

Worst of ‘all is that soulless homemaker who is lucky 
enough to have a real fireplace, then refuses to let the 
family use it. She doesn’t want to get it dirty! This same 
woman would be horrified at the thought of using paper 
teacups to save dishwashing. She would scorn using 
paper flowers to save the work of arranging fresh blooms. 
Yet she considers it time wasted to sweep a few ashes out 
of the hearth—a job that would take her 5 or 10 minutes 
at most. As for smoke damage to furnishings, it is negli- 
gible (far less, indeed, than the damage done by soot from 
outdoors). 


DecoraTING whimsies are on my guilty list, too, for 
contributing to the mortality rate of the working fire- 
place. Except in summer weather, there’s no substitute 
for a real fire. When I see a painted or pettipoint fire- 
screen, potted ferns on the hearth, a circulating gas 
heater, or one of those electric logs, it makes me feel that 
something important in the life of that family has died— 
or never existed. 

What could be colder than a spanking new fireplace, 
the bricks unsullied by good, homely wood smoke, the 
hearth showing plainly that no flaming logs have ever 
crackled and popped there? 

Give me a big, businesslike fireplace, one that’s used 
whenever the family gathers. When biting winter winds 
send everyone scurrying indoors, family life is at its 
richest and most satisfying in the magnetic warmth of the 
fireside. 

Emerson put it neatly: ‘““We sit by the fire and take 
hold of the ends of the earth.”’ Can you do as much by a 
hot-air vent?

How to build « foe 


I NOTICE that very few folks 
down in the settlement use their fire- 
places much, maybe because they 
don’t know how. 

Up here on County Ridge we live 
before an open fire all winter. We’ve 
had to make a study of fireplaces to 
keep from freezing, so I’m going to 
pass on some of things I’ve learned. 
Anybody can have a warm, cheerful 
fire, if the fire is well built and the 
right wood is used. 

Some woods burn better than 
others. I always use beech logs when 
I can get them. They catch fire 
easily and keep up a nice steady 
glow without sputtering or shooting 
sparks. And the smoke from burning 
beech is mighty sweet to smell. 

Oak is my _ second choice—I 
always use a chunk of it for a back- 
log. Oak logs burn slowly and hold 
fire overnight. 


SoME of my neighbors like ash. It 


makes a bright fire and throws off 


a lot of heat, but it burns out too fast 
for this lazy man. Elm heats a long 
time, but it takes from now on to get 
burning. Sycamore makes a good 
fire, and don’t forget pine cones—I 
always gather several bushels in the 
fall for special occasions. I often use 
birch or pine along with elm to give 
the fire some life. 

A good fireplace fire depends not 
only on the kind of wood you use, 





but also on laying and keeping the 
fire. In the fall when I lay my fire, I 
put a pile of crumbled paper on the 
hearth, cover it with chips from the 
woodshed and plenty of small, dry 
branches. 

In placing the logs, I remember 
the old saying, ““One log can’t burn, 
two logs won’t burn, three logs may 
burn, four logs will burn, and five 
logs make a good fire.” I lay five 
logs horizontally on the andirons, 
never piling them on end because 
they burn out too quickly that way. 
When I add a new log, I always 
place it at the back, and I never put 
a big log on top of a small one. 


THE most important tool is a good 
stout poker for handling logs. I had 
the blacksmith make me one from a 
piece of bar iron. It’s 3 feet long in 
the handle, and the end is turned up 
9 inches. I can push or pull almost 
any log with it. 

I think most folks are too fussy 
about neatness around the fireplace. 
Remember it’s the glowing embers 
that give off heat and make apple 
roasting possible. 

At bedtime, I put a shovelful of 
dead ashes over my fire, and a fine 
wire screen in front te hold stray 
sparks. When I get up in the morn- 
ing, a handful of chips on the embers 
and a few puffs of the bellows have 
my fire going again.

Starting with a brilliant petunia-patterned chintz, the Pearsons painted the 
master bedroom's walls and furniture white. To bring the high old ceiling down,

In starkly simple blue-walled office Mr. Pearson 
writes his newspaper column, prepares his radio 
commentary, directs his news-gathering staff 


, hardly suspect Commentator Drew Pearson of living in a 
world of yesterday. Yet the home which contains the office where 
he predicts tomorrow’s news is in the heart of as historic a square 
mile as you'll find in America—Georgetown, D. C. 

Row after row of shuttered houses rise abruptly from George- 
town’s brick sidewalks. More than a fourth of the houses built there 
between 1780 and 1830 still stand, providing a remarkable record of 
the nation’s architecture during its first half century. In those days, 
Georgetown was home or host to such important figures as Washing- 
ton, Jefferson, Madison, Lafayette, Louis Philippe, Robert Fulton, 
and Henry Clay. 

On the outside, the Pearsons’ house looks very much like all the 
others in all the other rows in Georgetown. But inside, it is distinctly 
the Pearsons’, tho it still retains the robust dignity that some long- 
forgotten builder gave it.

A divorce lawyer who believes in marriage 


tells how you can keep yours off the rocks

ts 1948 more than 1,000,000 eager, hopeful, very- 
much-in-love couples will pledge themselves in holy wed- 
lock, vowing to take each other for better or for worse, 
in sickness and in health, until death do them part. And 
it’s a conservative prediction that this coming year more 
than one-third that many marriages—somewhere be- 
tween 300,000 and half a million—will end in the divorce 
courts! 

I know. It’s my business to. I’m a divorce lawyer. 

This isn’t all. If it were, it would be bad enough. 
What’s worse is the fact that fully half of all marriages 
are dismal failures, even when they’re not terminated by 
divorce. People remain married, for one. reason or 
another, even tho all the youthful fire and romance, all 
the sympathy and kindliness and community of interests, 
have long since left the nuptial chamber. In such mar- 
riages there is only the bitter memory of blasted hopes 
and unfilled dreams. 

Tho obtaining divorces is my business, it’s one I’d like 
to see curtailed. Like any conscientious practitioner— 
the doctor who operates on cancer, the psychiatrist who 
treats a mental case, the judge who sentences a youthful 
delinquent, I’d like to attack the cause of my patients’, 
or clients’, complaint—unhappy marriage. I’d rather be 
a marriage saver than a marriage surgeon. 


Topay more than 95 percent of the absolute divorces 
granted in this country are secured on the grounds of 
desertion and adultery. But anyone who knows the facts 
knows that these alleged grounds are often legal techni- 
calities which cast a smoke screen over the real causes of 
marital conflict. The real reasons come out in the privacy 
of the divorce lawyer’s office. 

From my own observations, I am convinced that the 
unwise choice of a mate is the underlying cause for 
marriage failures. Granted that this sounds like hindsight 
and does not offer much help to couples already mar- 
ried, it is, nevertheless, so true and so important that it 
needs to be said. 

The case of Marjorie H., who came into my office not 
long ago, is a good example of why basic incompatibility 
in age, temperament, interests, and background wrecks 
more marriages than any other single factor.

Dip you ever wish you had a green 
thumb? Do you know what those who have 
green thumbs really do to keep their bego- 
nias, African-violets, ferns, and ivies thriving? 

From the time plants are brought indoors, 
they’re wholly dependent on you for all 
light, food, and water, and these they must 
have in the right amounts—or die. 

Once you’ve decided what you want to 
grow, it’s pretty much up to you whether or 
not your pink cyclamen starts wilting before 
its third day with you is over. And you’ve 
every right to crow a bit if you treat your 
gift poinsettia well and it lasts in fine shape 
and color thru a week of Sundays. 

Yet becoming a successful window gar- 
dener is really quite simple if at the start 
you check your care of every plant to see 
that it gets— 
—enough light 
—no overheating 
—proper watering 


—humid air 

—small but frequent 
feedings 

—regular attention. 


Most important of all is that you really 
want every plant you grow to be as healthy 
and good-looking as that plant can be. 


Cool air and light. Enough light means 
several things. In the window garden pic- 
tured opposite there are a dozen different 
house plants. Most of them are rated as 
tolerant, that is, they will grow quite satisfac- 
torily in east, south, or west windows. Yet 
they are placed as they are because the bego- 
nias, African-violets, kangaroo-vine, pick- 
a-back plant, monstera or breadfruit, and 
Whitman fern do best when they get direct 
sun only briefly. 

Velvet plant, on the contrary, goes next 
to the glass because it wants all the sun it 
can get, particularly in winter. And the 
showy poinsettia wants light but no risk of 
getting chilled against the window glass, so 
it’s set midway in the plant box. 


The azaleas and cyclamens also want 
coolness. And because cyclamens should 
never be allowed to wilt, they are set down 
here on the Lazy-Susan table in good light, 
but out of the hottest sun. The philoden- 
drons and dieffenbachia, also being tolerant 
of scantier rations of sunshine, are grown 
in this case where they look their prettiest. 

Beginners with house plants should know 
that all potted plants except poinsettias do 
best when room temperatures are kept be- 
tween 60 and 70 degrees. Get a smal] but 
accurate thermometer. Read it often next to 
the window glass and on the room side of 
your plant shelves. And keep the tempera- 
tures down. 


Proper watering and humid air. Wherever 
possible, water from below. This can be done 
by setting the pots on beds of 2 to 3 inches of 
wet gravel as in this window. Or, with 
single plants, by pouring the water into the 
saucers and letting the plant roots take it up 
thru the holes in the bottom of the pots. 
Wet gravel or wet sphagnum moss be- 
neath house plants also does much to offset 
the dryness of the air in the average home. 
Sizable humidifiers with the 
heating system are very helpful.

L. YOU'RE really serious about this food budget business— 
and we don’t know anyone who doesn’t have to be—you’ll 
keep your pressure saucepan on the range doing its part. 

To save money on the food order, plan your meals around 
the less costly meat cuts, hearty vegetables, and cereals. They 
won’t keep you in the kitchen—thanks to your pressure pan— 
and they suit January appetites. 

If you have been using your pressure pan for vegetables only, 
or for pot roast, try fixing other foods in it. 

In each photograph is an idea for a moneysaving meal.

Steamed puddings cook in a jiffy in the pressure pan. Recipes that say “Steam 3 hours" 
will cook in less than an hour. For individual puddings, fill jelly glasses two-thirds full. 
Then cover with metal lids or heavy waxed paper held in place with a rubber band. Most 
puddings are lighter if baking powder or soda has a chance to puff the batter the first 
20 minutes without pressure. See recipe page 68. There are hard-sauce recipes on page 86 
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Pot roast and vegetables. In less than an hour you'll be dishing up dinner. Brown meat 
in pressure pan. Cook under pressure 45 minutes. Then put the twin pans with vegetables 
on top. Out of the pan and onto a warm platter go tender short ribs in barbecue sauce, 
whole potatoes, parsley-sprinkled, and whole carrots. Everything cooked to perfection. 
Next summer you'll use one twin pan for new garden peas, the other for diced carrots 


Soups and stews take less than an hour to cook in a pressure pan. In the photograph 
we're ladling Chili Con Carne, recipe page 68—this is a 40-minute supper when it's made 
in a pressure pan. Pass a relish tray and a basket of bread sticks and crackers. Have a 
bowl of green salad; and for dessert, cold red apples. That's all you need for an easy, 
hearty supper to feed the family or a troop of hungry, teen-age skaters on a wintry day 
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Baked beans, Boston style. Fixed in a new-style, fast-cooking bean pot. Soak 
beans overnight. (Or use this short cut: Put unsoaked beans in plenty of cold 
water. Heat slowly to boiling. Remove from heat; cool slowly.) At end of 
cooking time in pressure pan, reduce pressure gradually so beans won't pop 
their jackets. A flat coffee can works fine for steaming the brown bread

—Send card to business associate’s 
home, if you know the address. 


—Include a friend’s wife or hus- 
band in the greeting, whether or 
not you know him.

HE parents of an overweight boy or 
girl usually know all the answers to why 
their child is fat... except the most im- 
portant reason. Friends and relatives are 
always ready with an explanation which 
doesn’t help much. 

One friend will say sadly, “It must be 
ind trouble.” She implies that noth- 
ing much can be done or that, if the con- 
dition can be cured, it will require long 
and expensive medical treatment. Or 
kindly Great-Aunt Mary will tell you 
consolingly, ‘“‘Don’t worry about it. 


Jackie will outgrow it when he ma- 


tures.” Other members of the family 
offer heredity as the cause, with the blame 
thrust upon various stout ancestors. 

Regardless of the possibility that all these 
statements may be correct, the simple truth is 
that the fat child, any fat child, eats too much! 

Parents can’t help him, doctors or medicines 
can do little, unless the youngster, himself, 
eats less of the fat-producing foods. 

Few individuals actually understand the 
true role of gland influences in the production 
of fat. The majority of people have come to 
accept gland trouble as the reason for over- 
But specialists studying overweight 
children have reached a different conclusion. 

Working with a large number of children at 
Mt. Sinai Hospital, New York City, doctors 
found that the basal metabolism of overweight 
children was within the normal range and that 
there was no evidence of endocrine or “‘gland”

disturbances. So the cause seems to be too much 
food. 

Chubbiness in the child prior to adolescence 
is no cause for concern. If parents are unde- 
cided whether their pre-teen child is merely 
chubby or is actually excessively overweight, 
they should let their doctor decide whether 
the youngster’s weight constitutes a problem. 

A certain amount of fat on anyone’s body is 
a good thing. A thin layer beneath the skin is 
helpful in preventing the loss of body heat. Fat 
also gives support to vital organs, protects t'ic 
body from mechanical injuries, and furnis res 
adolescents with extra energy for body growth. 

Fat becomes a handicap and even a menace 
when a child’s body weight exceeds the average - 
by 20 to 30 percent. The average weight is de- 
termined by age, height, sex, and bone struc- 
ture. The menace of excessive fat is that it may 
impair the normal functions of the lungs, 
heart, liver, and kidneys. It also retards re- 
covery from childhood diseases such as 
measles, chicken pox, and diphtheria. In all 
infectious diseases, the heart and kidneys are 
overtaxed and excess fat adds to the burden. 
Diabetes occurs more often in the child who is 
overweight. 

While the primary cause of fatness is over- 
eating—heredity, temperament, and appetite 
are contributing factors. To say that a child 
inherits his fatness from his parents means only 
that the child may be constitutionally predis- 
posed to fatness. He doesn’t inherit any actual 
fatness. Usually the parents of such a child are 
hearty eaters. The chances are he will imitate 
them. 

Temperament may.influence the amount of 
food a child craves. The passive child nearly

Coins for Christmas

Cash needn’t be a cold, thought- 


less gift. It’s all in how you give it 


Money is the safest gift of all. 
At least it will never be a white 
elephant. But doesn’t money look 
like an easy out—a quick, last- 
minute gesture, bare of even a 
tinseled ribbon? Doesn’t sending a 
check or currency tactlessly sug- 
gest the need for it? 

The answer is no—not if you 
use a little originality and some 
leisure time to make that money a 
real gift. Get out your scissors, 
glue, and ribbon, and begin. 

If you want to give a simple 
remembrance, remove the clapper 
from a frosted white papier maché 
Christmas bell. In its place use 
varying lengths of narrow white 
ribbon. Draw them up thru the 
hole in the top and anchor with a 
bow. On each of the pendant 
ribbon “clappers’”’ glue new dimes 
back to back. When glue is per- 
fectly dry, box your gift in a nest of 
tissue. For gifts of several dollars in 
quarters or half dollars, use a 
larger bell and wider ribbon 
clappers. 

English walnuts, halved and the 
centers removed, make gifts that 
you can literally hang on the tree. 
Tuck in coins or bills, then glue 
the shells back together. (Fasten a 
loop of string between halves for 
easy hanging.) Gild or paint, and 


hang on the tree with tiny name\ 
cards. 

A gift for children is made 
doubly intriguing if you glue a few 
coins back to back on the ends of 
the ribbon wrapping. 

To treat a distant friend or 
relative, you can pin a check or 
bill across the corner of a holiday 
correspondence card, then write in 
red or green ink: 

Good for one on the aisle at ‘The 
Iceman Cometh,”’ or 

Good for a dinner at Ramon’s, or 

Good for a day at the races. 

If you are giving money for a 
particular use, it’s more fun to 
duplicate the future purchase in 
miniature or imitation. For in- 
stance, if the gift is ultimately to be 
china, a paper plate could be dec- 
orated and -shellacked, and the 
money tied on. If table silver, the 
new bills or check could be rolled 
and tied onto the handle of a 
Woolworth facsimile. An old pho- 
nograph record could be covered 
with coins intended for the recip- 
ient’s favorite album. Even minia- 
ture furniture could conceal the 
money which is intended to buy 
its counterpart. There is no limit 
to the gifts you can give this way— 
everything from a dog to an auto- 
mobile.

Parents may as well say, ‘““The 
doctor will hurt you,” for the effect 
is the same. 

“Children are more sensible 
than most parents,” one dentist 
remarked recently. ‘““The danger of 
careless talk did not end with the 
war. Let children find out for 
themselves that modern dentistry 
is painless. Don’t frighten them; 
for young, undeveloped minds re- 


member and exaggerate descrip- - 


tions of drillings and lancings and 
grow up with needless fears of their 
friend, the dentist.” 


Your dentist will be the first to 
admit that pain often accompanies 
deep drillings done without the 
benefit of anesthesia. But painful 
operations can be avoided with 
early attention to tooth troubles. 
And the child whose teeth are 
cared for early in life may never 
know what an extraction is. 
Painful visits by children to the 
dentist may often be attributed to 
well-meaning, but thoughtless par- 
ents. While the dentist may be the 
executor of pain, it is seldom his 
fault, but that of those parents who 
frighten their children needlessly. 


A DENTIST recently told of a 
parent receiving treatment, who 
brought her little girl for dentist- 
office “conditioning.” The child 
was amusing herself by climbing 
on office furniture and scattering 
magazines. Unable to stand it any 
longer, the mother rushed to the 
reception room and threatened her 
child: 

“If you don’t behave yourself, 
the dentist will pull out all of your 
teeth!” 

The child behaved perfectly 
after the warning—but at what a 
price! The dentist knew that this 
same child would some day dread 
impending visits, which might 
cause dental examinations to be 
delayed far too long. 


Your dentist has many addi- 
tional legitimate grievances against 
parents, which he’d like to get off 
his chest if he dared. Do you sit 
beside the chair and advise your 
son or daughter when to open his 
or her mouth? That is the dentist’s 
job. Besides, it makes children 
nervous. 

Let the dentist have his way. 
Just when your child expects pain, 
the dentist may stuff a squeaky 
rubber mouse into little Johnny’s 
mouth and replace his fears with 
laughter. Remember, your dentist 
is something of a psychologist, too. 


Parents who have benefitted 
by frequent visits in their childhood 
have passed on their good habits. 
Children who have not been 
frightened by their parents’ tales of 
pain have no fear. Occasionally, 
a dentist has a young patient who

Embarrassing moments can be avoid- 


ed if the children are made to feel 


they are helping put the party over 


Dont you like to enjoy yourself 
at your own party? I do. You can’t, 
tho, when there is the hovering 
worry that the children will act up. 

I suppose we must face the fact 
that children love to be in the midst 
of activity and be part of any un- 
usual event. Who doesn’t? So, I 
figure we had better count them in 
on the fun and work of having 
guests. It is easier and pleasanter 
than to be constantly shooing them 
out of the vortex of family activity. 
And then, too, when you do most 
of your work yourself, it is wise to 
train the children gradually to be 
efficient helpers. 

A dinner party takes careful 
planning ahead of time. For good- 
ness’ sake, keep it simple. Even 
when you are determined to enter- 
tain simply there is plenty of detail 
to manage. But some things are fun 
to do. Let the children share the 
pleasant jobs. Getting out un- 
familiar dishes and silver, helping 
to arrange flowers, dashing out in 
the yard to get an extra piece of 
green, making and putting on 
place cards, lighting the candles 
and pouring the water are the 
slightly unusual jobs which chil- 
dren are intrigued by. 


Tue children’s own meal is hard 
to manage in midst of getting a 
party meal. Usually it is easier to 
have them eat early in the kitchen 
or carry their meal on a separate 
tray to a favorite spot. 

I believe in the psychological 
as well as the physical preparation 
for guests. Tell the children who is 
coming to the party and make the 
guests sound interesting to what- 
ever age child you are talking. To 
the 5-year-old you can say, “‘Jackie 
Brown’s mother and daddy are 
coming. You can ask Mrs. Brown if 
Jackie’s scooter was hurt very 
much when it rolled down the hill 
by itself.’ To the older child you 
can say, “Doctor Hall is a dentist 
here in town. He and Mrs. Hall 
have moved to the country lately so 
they can raise some very special 
kind of sheep. It might be fun to 
ask them more about those sheep if 
you get a chance.” 

Children will be bored with too 
many details, but if you can make a 
few remarks which light up the 


people at the party, it makes the 
reason for your pleasure in enter- 
taining more obvious to the child, 
it gives him an approach to the 
adult and it can expand his knowIl- 
edge of people and activities. 

I have found the best safeguard 
against unhappy incidents while 
guests are in the house is to tell the 
children exactly what is expected of 
them. To small children, you may 
say, “‘When the doorbell rings, you 
may go to the door with Daddy. 
You stand back a little, and after 
Daddy has introduced you, you 
may take the people upstairs to 
show them where to put their hats 
and coats.’ This courtesy gives the 
children an opportunity to have 
the exclusive attention of adults 
and helps establish a more grown- 
up relationship with the guests. It 
helps ward off those somersaults 
and loud bids for attention in the 
living room. 

If appetizers are to be served 
before the guests go in to dinner, 
children can help with the serving: 
“Sue can pass the tiny napkins, 
Bill will carry the tray of glasses 
and, Sally, you follow Bill with 
crackers.”” Then there are the 
candles to light, the soup to be put 
on, and maybe some other last- 
minute job in the kitchen with 
which Mother needs help. 

Of course, one of the big strug- 
gles of the evening can be to get 
the children upstairs and to bed at 
the very time the party must have 
the exclusive attention of the host 
and hostess. Here, again, to have 
everything clearly understood is a 
nerve-saver. 


Wirn little ones, the unusual 
privilege of a candy hidden under 
the pillow, a new library book, or 
some special toy laid out for play 
will be a help. Older children can 
find their own amusement, but it 
is wise to talk over ahead of time 
what they are likely to be doing, 
and to say whatever you have to 
say about radios blaring and bath 
water running. If arranged for 
ahead of time, older children may 
be glad to play games or read to 
the younger ones. In our family, 
however, Springing such requests 
at the last minute is unpopular.

Better have it all worked out ahead 
so that the disgruntled older child 
doesn’t take it out on the little one. 

Bedtime should be settled and 
then left to the responsibility of the 
child. An alarm clock can be set 
for the one who does not yet tell 
time. When the children were very 
little, I sometimes excused myself 
from the table and went upstairs 
for a quick kiss and to tuck a sur- 
prise under the pillow. Some chil- 
dren like to hear the noise of a 
party going on downstairs. In that 
case I say, ““We’ll let the door stay 
open if you won’t call or come out. 
Otherwise Daddy will come up and 
shut it.” 

All this may seem like a lot of 
preparation for the peace and har- 
mony adults are entitled to oc- 
casionally, but I am sure that in 
the long run it is worthwhile. 

Children don’t like to behave 
like pests. They want adult ap» 
proval, but sometimes are mis- 
guided as to the best way to get it. 
When they are told exactly what 
is expected of them, and are given 


words to say in a strange situation, 
and are made to feel part of the fun 
and work, they respond like sene 
sible beings. 

I am not surprised nor disap- 
pointed when the children aren’t 
thrilled at the prospects of a dinner 
party at our house. It does curtail 
their freedom. But I am delighted 
to see how they have learned to 
watch for the comfort and pleasure 
of guests, how well-poised they are 
with adults, and how naturally 
they take part in grown-up conver- 
sation. Yes, I am sure it has been 
worth all the careful planning.

face. Most important of these, 
stated simply, is this: 

‘How and where shall I spend my 
old age? What shall I do with the extra 
years which are mine?” 

It isa question made all the more 
urgent by the overwhelming mul- 
titude of changes which have taken 
place in our ways of living during 
the last half century. 

The old have always had a place 
in the households of their children 
in most farm families. There they 
have been useful—grandpa as 
waterboy, choreboy and general 
handy man—grandma as_ baby 
tender, quilt-maker, and darner of 
socks. But the old-fashioned farm 
family has about disappeared from 
the American scene. Today less 
than a fifth of American families 
live on farms, and many of these 
have no place for the old. 


Tue city family has seldom had a 
place for the elders. This is why 
old age pensions and annuities had 
to come. The individualistic urban 
family is forced to place the needs 
of children above those of the 
grandparent when housing space 
is scarce and income not adequate 
to care for all three generations. 
Fundamental, also, is the fact that 
in modern life changes have been 
so rapid that it is next to impos- 
sible, psychologically, for the three 
generations to get along when liv- 
ing together. 

Many an older person today, re- 
tired from the work in which he 
has spent his lifetime, is also shut 
away from children and grand- 
children. He has nothing to do but 
sit back and try to enjoy his years 
of forced leisure in loneliness and 
meditation; if wealthy, in a lux- 
urious but friendless hotel; if not, 
in a barren room or lonely cottage. 

Little wonder if he becomes 
senile, loses interest in life, ends up 
in an institution, or in desperation 
tries a last fling at romance. 

Part-time employment for those 
in retirement is one solution. The 
war years gave thousands a new 
lease on life, for a war job again 
gave them a place in the scheme of 
things. Many shook off boredom 
or imaginary ills and tasted again 
the zest of living. The last census 


showed that persons over 65 made 
up 11 percent of the voting popu- 
lation. By 1980 that percentage 
will have increased to 17. In this 
large group there is, and will con- 
tinue to be, a vast amount of skill 
and experience which we would be 
wise to utilize. Most older persons 
want leisure. They also want to 
feel needed and useful. Part-time 
work answers both desires. 


Partita retirement before 65 
should also be encouraged. The 
wise man may well begin to lighten 
his work load at 45, and cultivate 
his hobbies, recreational and ar- 
tistic interests. Mention this idea of 
retirement to anyone and he’|I tell 
you of the men he knew who didn’t 
retire. He will say, ““My Uncle 


John liked to fish, but never found 


much time for it. He talked about 
quitting and moving up to Lake 
Chat, but never got around to it. 
Was in real estate. Always had 
some big deal on. Died last year. 
Heart trouble.” 

Unfortunately our surviving pio- 
neer philosophy seems to impel a 
man to drive with full force until 
he is suddenly forced to retire, or 
drops dead with cerebral hem- 
orrhage. 


IxciwenTALLy. it would be 
ideal if we could see in advance the 
adjustments which long life will de- 
mand and retire early enough to 
make them. Like the 60-year-old 
merchant who turned his business 
over to his son, then visited Florida, 
a trip he had talked about for 20 
years. And did other things for 
which he had never had time before. 
Now, at 70, he goes to the store 
and works when he _ chooses— 
which, incidentally, is quite often. 
When he doesn’t want to work, he 
naps on the porch or goes down to 
the square and sits on the stone 
wall of the courthouse lawn. There 
he suns himself and talks with old 
friends. He enjoys work, and life in 
general, more than ever. 

Or the college president whose 
hobby kept him engrossed until he 
died at 90. He was a regional his- 
torian. For this work he had too 
little time while carrying the re-

When you set out to buy a 
grinder, you’l!l have a smorgasbord 
choice. There are low-cost spindle 
heads, to which you can add shaft, 
stone, buffer, pulleys, belt, and a 
motor. You end up with an ac- 
ceptable combination which may 
not cost you more than five dollars, 
not counting the motor. The things 
you'll get with more expensive out- 
fits (which you won’t get with the 
low-cost heads) will be precision 
bearings sealed against abrasive 
dust, sturdier construction, guards 
around wheels and between wheels 
and your eyes, tool rests, and 
special attachments for precision 
grinding of such things as drills 
and plane blades. Some of the more 


expensive grinders are belt-driven, 
but most of them use the motor 
shaft itself with the wheel attach- 
ments at both ends. 

Unless you buy a grinder with 
shatterproof glass eye shields built 
into its guards, don’t walk out of 
the store without a pair of ap- 
proved safety goggles. And never 
neglect to put the goggles on when 
you use the grinder or buffer. A 
clear plastic face shield (which is 
handy for use with woodworking 
machinery) will not be adequate 
protection in front of a grinder. 


A Cireular Saw 


If you work with furniture or 
remodeling, or anything where

fairly heavy, straight cutting is to 
be done, the circular saw probably 
will be second on your list. 

Circular saws don’t cut circles. 
They’re for ripping, crosscutting, 
mitering, dadoing, grooving, and 
beveling. With a hollow-ground 
blade, a circular saw will turn out 
miters clean enough to glue that 
will scarcely show a joint. With a 
few accessory gadgets you can 
make anything from picture frames 
to window frames, and do them all 
with an accuracy and _ finished 
look that will be worth bragging 
about. Accessories will enable you 
to turn your circular saw into a 
sanding machine or a molding 
cutter in a few minutes and thus 
increase the scope of work you’ll 
be able to do. 

There are several makes of cir- 


A Jointer 


The man who decides on a cir- 
cular saw because of the kind of 
work he does in his shop will 
eventually want a jointer. Used in 
conjunction with a circular saw, 
which does the semifinished cut- 
ting, a jointer replaces a hand 
plane and puts on the smooth, 
ruler-straight edges necessary for 
good appearance and strong glued 
joints. It will also cut rabbets and 
bevels without special attachments, 
and will face-plane boards as 
wide as the width of the revolving 
knives, which vary from 4 to 6 
inches for home-shop equipment. 

All makes of jointers have ade- 
quate safety guards that cover the 
knives. All will do approximately 
the same range of work.

Look first for 
such safety features as covered 
pulleys and belts, and anti-kick- 
back ripping guards that cover the 
blade thoroly. Then look for 
sturdy construction, freedom from 
vibration, and adjustment handles 
or cranks that are conveniently 
placed and easy to operate. Look 
also for a table that is machined to 
perfect flatness, a fence (ripping 
guide) that is heavy and which 
locks into rigid alignment, and 
graduated scales with movable 
pointers that can be adjusted. 

The price of a circular saw will 
start at around the price of a good 
suit and go on up to what you’d 
pay for a used car. 
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to that of a radio-phonograph 
console. The better jointers have 
smoother working adjustments, 
better adjustment handles and 
locks, and readjustment screws for 
keeping the machine in precise 
alignment.

The cheaper scroll saws will zig 
and zag thru thin wood, light 
metals, and plastics; blades in- 
tended for the different materials 
are very economical and easily in- 
terchanged. The larger, more ex- 
pensive machines are more versa- 
tile; they'll curve and twist thru 
nearly any workable material up 
to several inches in thickness, and 
their tables can be tilted for beveled 
curves. In addition, special file 
blades can be fastened in place of 
the saw blade to put hair-splitting 
finishing accuracy within your 
easy, lazy reach. 

A good scroll saw will be vibra- 
tionless, quiet, easily adjusted, and 
will shine a light over the working 
area and puff away the shavings 
with a tiny jet of air. And the same 
sort of machine will have a presser 
foot with spring tension to hold 
down the material you’re cutting. 


A Band Saw 


When you are ready to buy your 
fourth power tool, you may select 
a band saw instead of the scroll 
saw described above. 

With a scroll saw you can make 
cutouts (interior cuts from a drilled 
hole) without having to cut thru 
the material surrounding the cut- 
out. However, the larger work that 
a band saw will accommodate, 
plus the greater speed of cutting, 
more than make up for this one 
disadvantage. 

With its narrow blade, like an 
endless belt, revolving around 
large wheels, the band saw will 
curve its way thru material up to 
6 inches in thickness. Like the 
scroll saw, the band saw has a 
tilting table for beveled cuts. But, 
unlike the scroll saw, the band 
saw can handle long ripping cuts 
or curves. Interchangeable blades 
are available fer cutting metal, or 
even stone. 

Things of importance to look for 
when you buy a band saw are 
sealed, frictionless bearings and 


smooth-running, easily set, rigid 
guides for the blade. Another good 
point is ease and simplicity in 
changing blades. 

Men who know will warn you 
against underestimating the size of 
work intended when you buy your 
band saw—always allow generous- 
ly for adequate radius and then 
get yourself a saw that will handle 
perhaps an inch more than you 
count on. 

For the price of a low-cost set of 
tires and tubes you can buy a band 
saw; for the higher cost of de luxe 
riding comfort you will get a cor- 
respondingly better saw. 

Electric motors to power your 
four essential shop tools would be 
expensive if you were to buy one 
for each tool. Luckily, you can 
make one motor serve for all four 
machines. You can move it from 
one mount to another, or mount it 
in connection with a systemof shafts 
and pulleys around which you can 
group all of the tools. The tools 
can pick up their driving power 
thru belts and pulleys. A_half- 
horsepower motor usually is ade- 
quate for single-machine use, but 
if you intend to do heavy work or. 
drive several machines from one 
source, you’d better use a three- 
fourths horsepower or, better, a 
one-horsepower motor. Shop- 
equipment departments often have 
experts who can advise you on the 
proper motors to buy, as well as 
help you choose the right machines 
to do your specific jobs. 


Auxiliary Teols 

There aren’t many things you 
can’t do using these four basic 
tools. But if you want to go com- 
pletely mechanical, you can add 
such machines as a drill press, a 
lathe, a sanding machine, and a 
shaper. Then you’ll be as com- 
pletely equipped as many of the 
best cabinet shops. You will save 
the time and effort involved in 
adapting your four basic tools to 
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[ Continued from preceding page } 


more specialized tasks that can be 
cone instantly by the additional 
tools just named. 

A drill press, as its name implies, 
drills holes in virtually anything. 
It can also be adapted for shaping, 
routing, mortising, plug-cutting, or 
dowel-turning, and can be used for 
sanding. 

The lathe turns out round ob- 
jects such as chair legs, lamp 
pedestals, candlesticks, darning 
eggs, or newel posts. It can be 
adapted for sanding, metal spin- 
ning, drilling, and even fluting of 
ornamental round pieces. 

Sanding machines are made in 
various types. There are hand-held 
belt sanders, hand-held sanders 
with a foot that vibrates furiously 
back and forth, faceplate sanders, 
drum sanders, and a combination 


of the faceplate and belt sanders. 

The shaper is a relatively simple 
mechanism. It’s merely a table 
thru which projects a high-speed 
shaft that whirls knives of any 
straight, curved, skew, or com- 
bination shape for fashioning 
moldings or fancy edges on tables 
or other furniture. 

There are many other power 
tools than those mentioned here, 
but each is only some highly spe- 
cialized version made especially for 
production work. You can drop 
in at your lumber or millwork 
dealer’s and watch these “‘stickers,” 
or the planers, or the sanders with 
abrasive belts 30 feet long doing 
their efficient jobs. But take it easy 
in your own shop, and don’t 
stack up a lot of tools that may sit 
idle for want of purpose. 


Nafety rules 


ConTROLLED power is safe power. But power in the hands of 
a careless person is a dangerous thing. Know your power tools. 
Know what they can and can’t do, and use them with these pre- 
cautions posted prominently and permanently in your mind: 


Rule 1: Don't wear loose clothing 
that might catch in machine as 
you work. Necktie is dangerous 


Rule 3: Don't forget to use safe- 
guards built into power tools. 
Never rip board without the guard

get near machines being oper- 
ated. Ban them from the workshop

Or you can 
dispense with vases entirely, simply 
wrapping saturated wafer in a 
metal-foil paper. 

Blocks cost about a dollar each. 
Material can be rewet and used 
again for six or more times. 

Wafers usually crumble after 
one use, but you can dump the 
pieces into water to soak, then press 
into wafer form again and wrap 
tightly.

therefore stouter than the excitable 
or dissatisfied child. 

Overeating can often be traced 
to unhappiness, especially when a 
child is drawing away from his 
parents and is unable to develop 
friendships among children of his 
own age. As a substitute, he in- 
dulges in sweets and rich foods. 
Loneliness also plays a large part 
in making the child emotionally 
dependent upon eating. Such chil- 
dren usually become deeply self- 
conscious. 


Wauen the stout child becomes 
abnormally fat, his physical con- 
dition may unfavorably affect his 
behavior. He has a tendency to 
withdraw from games and exer- 
cises with other children. This 
turning toward self makes him be- 
come inactive. The energy he 
would normally expend is stored 
as fat. He may develop tantrums, 
moroseness, or sullenness, all out- 
ward expressions of deep loneliness. 
In such a frame of mind the child 
develops a philosophy which gives 
paramount importance to food. 
In time he becomes emotionally 
dependent upon eating. 

If a child is frustrated and lonely, 
there is always an answer in his 
home life. To seek this answer is 
the job of both parents and child. 
Correction of conditions which 
lead to unhappiness is the first 
step in correcting behavior dif- 
ficulties. If a child can be encour- 
aged to try to understand his own 
problem and accept some respon- 
sibility for himself, half the battle 
is won. Emotional outlets should 
be sought among playmates and 
events which give him a mental 
boost. In this way, satisfaction is 
found in activity, rather than in 
eating. 


Tue tactful mother can assist 
her overweight boy or girl by not 
making an issue of food. A visit to 
the doctor helps to interest a child 
in a diet. Such a visit often gives a 
boy or girl a grown-up feeling and 
does a great deal to gain coopera- 
tion. If the doctor decides certain 
foods should be withdrawn from 
the diet, he will suggest low-calorie 
substitutes. 

The best help a mother can give 
is to keep the temptation of excess 
food away from her fat child and 
to encourage play and exercise. 
Since excessive eating is the main 
reason for fatness and is a symptom 
of maladjustment, a child needs a 
satisfying life at home, in school, 
and at play. In this way he will eat 
only to replace energy used in 
normal activities, not to satisfy an 
emotional need. 


Mepication and the use of 
reducing drugs should not be re- 
sorted to unless prescribed and 
supervised by a doctor. Any meas- 
ure which causes a_ too-sudden 
weight reduction is dangerous. ‘The 
decision to institute a strict reduc- 
ing diet should be made by your 
doctor.

Ireplace design

A BAD fireplace is worse than no 
fireplace at all. 

To be of greatest service, a fire- 
place must be out of the way of 
traffic thru the room. Then you 
will have no cross drafts to swirl 
smoke and ashes into the room, 
and you can get a comfortable fur- 
niture arrangement. The corner of 
a room is a good spot for a fire- 
place. 

To keep a fireplace from smok- 
ing, there are a few important 
principles to follow. 

Heating efficiency depends upon 
the relationship of fireplace open- 
ing to room size. An opening 28 to 
36 inches wide and 28 to 30 inches 
high will serve the average living 
room with 300 square feet of floor 
space. Width should increase pro- 
portionately with the size of the 
room, but only rarely should the 
height be more than 32 inches. 
Greater heights let smoke pour 
into the room. 

Except in corner fireplaces, the 
width of the opening should always 
be greater than the height. 


Tue depth of a fireplace should 
be at least 18 inches. A shallow 
fireplace throws off more heat than 
a deep one, but you won’t be able 
to burn large logs. A common 
depth is 22 inches, and 24 inches 
is a maximum. 

The shape of the fireplace is im- 
portant, too. From the fourth or 
fifth brick up from the hearth, the 


rear of the fireplace should slope 
forward not more than 30 degrees 
from the vertical. The side walls 
should tend to converge toward the 
back, too, so the back of the fire- 
place is 10 inches narrower than 
the opening for each foot of depth. 

The hearth should extend 16 to 
20 inches out from the face of the 
fireplace to prevent sparks from 
burning the floor. If you want to 
raise the hearth off the floor, don’t 
go above 20 inches. You’ll lose the 
heating value of your fireplace if 
you do. 


Tue rear wall of a fireplace 
slopes forward for two reasons. 
First, it leaves a “‘smoke shelf” just 
above the throat (the narrow slot 
controlled by the damper). This 
keeps heat from going up the chim- 
ney with the smoke. Second, it 
moves the throat out from under 
the flue, so that rain, snow, and 
wind won’t enter the room. 

Perhaps the most important of 
all elements of fireplace design is 
the proper relationship between 
dimensions of fireplace opening 
and flue. Chimneys less than 20 
feet high (your chimney should 
clear the highest ridge of your roof 
by 2 feet) require a flue area about 
one-tenth the area of the opening. 
Chimneys higher than 30 feet 
should have a flue area one- 
twelfth the size of the fireplace 
opening. This table gives you the 
proper proportions: 
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24 28 17-20 Bip x BI 41 10 78 _—

The Serewdriver 


Don’t use a big screwdriver on a 
small screw; it won’t work. Don’t 
use a little one on a big screw; 
you'll break the tool. Match them 
up. 
Really start the screw. Use a 
hand drill (don’t go too deep), a 
brad awl, or, in an emergency, a 
small nail. You can speed the 
screw along by first scraping the 
threads across a cake of paraffin; 
soap tends to rust the screw after it 
is in place. 

If you want to remove a screw 
that is so badly rusted you can’t 
budge it, place your screwdriver, 
at right angles, as far up the slot as 
you can, and tap it gently toward 
the left. You just have to start it, 
but if a gentle tap won’t do it, get 
rougher. There’s a lot of satisfac- 
tion in getting out a screw you 
think some other guy couldn’t turn. 

If a screw slot is damaged, run 
your hacksaw across the slot. 

As you tackle more difficult jobs, 
you'll find that a ratchet-type 
screwdriver makes any job easier. 


The Plane 


There are many types of planes 
for various uses. You'll probably 
want a 9-inch smoothing plane 
first, as it will handle most house- 
hold jobs. The 15-inch jack plane 
is best for smoothing large, rough 
boards, and eventually you'll 


want a small block plane for plan- 
ing across the end-grain of a board. 

Always plane with the grain of 
the wood. Your plane will speak to 
you about it if you don’t. And use 
your left hand freely; that’s what 
the knob is for. 

There is nothing more discour- 
aging than trying to use a plane 
with a dull blade. Take the blade 
out and sharpen it on your oil- 
stone. Sharpen it only on the bev- 
eled side, never on the straight 
side. Don’t hurry; get the blade 
really sharp. 

Adjust your plane to cut thin 
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“Don't you go by it after 
dark. They say it’s haunted.”

shavings. Course shavings clog, 
and waste your time. And when 
you store your plane, turn it on its 
side or put a piece of wood under 
it so the blade won’t be touching 
anything. 

The Sliding Square 

A square helps you cut boards at 
right angles. With a sliding square, 
you can also get a 45-degree angle 
for boxes or picture frames. But be 
certain the setscrew is tight before 
you start work. 

To draw a long line on a board, 
press one arm of your square firmly 
on the edge, and hold your pencil 
at the proper distance. Then start 
walking. 

Some sliding squares come 
equipped with a bubble so you can 
use them as a level. You’ll need a 
level of some sort, and for cement 
or brickwork, a 2-foot wood level is 
essential. 

You will find more uses than you 





imagine, too, for a large steel 
square. Most carpenters wouldn't 
be without one 


The Chisel 


A chisel is useless unless it’s 
sharp. Keep it,away from your 
wife or she’ll open a can with it. 
With a really sharp chisel, you can 
do such fine work you scarcely 
need to use sandpaper. 

Sharpen your wood chisels only 
on the beveled side. Sometime you 
may overdo it, and end up with a 
“wire” edge. You can feel this 
roughness on the straight side. 


Just rub the chisel lightly, flat side 


down, on the oilstone. 

A wooden mallet is better than a 
hammer for chisel work. When you 
throw a stone at a telephone pole, 
you don’t look at the stone. Neither 
should you have to look at the 
chisel handle when you hit. So a 
mallet with its wide hitting surface 
is the force to use. But take it easy; a 
chisel can’t be kept sharp if you 
use it to chop off big chunks of 
wood. Much of your work with a 
chisel should be done without using 
the mallet at all. 

A cold chisel will help you avoid 
the temptation of using your wood 
chisels to open boxes and paint 
cans.

Tus case shows the folly of 
marrying someone with the hope of 
reforming him or her.

But more often than not, 
the personality or character defect 
remains unchanged. Many times 
the condition becomes progressive- 
ly worse under the storms and 
stresses of the new relationship. 
The girl who is crazy about her 
father and so picks a husband for 
no other reason than because ‘‘he’s 
like Papa,’ the woman who has 
had an unhappy love affair and 
marries on the rebound to prove 
she isn’t carrying a torch, the other- 
wise intelligent man who marries a 
woman who is hopelessly neurotic, 
the woman who grabs a man for a 
meal ticket—all these are grist for 
the divorce mill.

settled? And what about children? 
Helen N. consulted me about a 
divorce because her husbanddoesn’t 
want any children. When I asked 
her whether they had discussed 
this question before their marriage, 
Helen shook her head negatively, 
saying she had assumed that 
Harry wanted children as much as 
she did. 


ABoveE all, the preparation 


should be concerned with sex ed- 
ucation and adjustment in mar- 
riage. I have seen divorce after di- 


vorce where sex ignorance was the 
chief aggravation. Sex ignorance 
usually leads to physical incompat- 
ibility, then to general incompati- 
bility, then to divorce. 

The wife often associates sex 
with sin, and invests the subject 
with fears and anxieties. She is 
ignorant of her own body and the 
role a women plays in marriage. 
Most men are equally unprepared 
to become husbands. Many marry 
with so little positive information 
as to foredoom the marriage to 
failure. What is just as bad is that 
most husbands are embarrassed at 
the very idea of being good lovers. 
Indeed, to many of them the roles 
of husband and lover are mutually 
exclusive. Yet many of these mar- 
could be saved with the 
knowledge contained in a good 
book on sex and marriage or the 
guidance of a competent marriage 
counselor. All that is needed, 
usually, is a desire to make the 
marriage more meaningful and 
satisfying, and a willingness to do 
something about it. 

Many individuals, I’ve found, 
expect too much of marriage. They 
go into it with too many romantic 
illusions. The movies and the more 
lurid newspapers and magazines 
have all helped create the illusion 
that matrimony is synonymous 
with perpetual courtship, a gate- 
way to eternal bliss. They think it 
will be a panacea for all their 
troubles, a cure for all their ills. 
[hen they discover that marriage 
is both a task and a contract, and 
want to quit before they really get 
started. 7

fection in his wives. Hence his mar- 
riages inevitably end in disillusion- 
ment, not only on his part, but on 
the part of the women as well, who 
quickly discover that they have 
married not an adult, but a child 
who walks like a man. 

Still another reason for conjugal 
unhappiness is that many men in 
the effort to satisfy the stir of their 
emotions make extravagant prom- 
ises they are unable to fulfill after 
the wedding has taken place. Here 
again disillusionment quickly fol- 
lows, and they live in utter misery 
with women who retaliate when 
they find reality does not square 
with their desires and their hus- 
band’s premarital promises. 


Now consider the case of Carl 
W. Because physically he towered 
over his wife, Carl assumed that he 
must dominate her mentally, too. 
Carl made the decisions, usually 
without consulting Mrs. W.; Carl 
decided what movie to go to. If 
Mabel wanted to play bridge and 
Carl, gin rummy, they played gin 
rummy. When Mrs. W. ventured 
an occasional and timid demurrer, 
her protests were brushed aside. 
But, while Carl was continually 
asserting his authority, Mabel was 
becoming more and more an 
abject creature who had lost all 
respect for her husband and her- 
self. One day she came into a small 
inheritance which gave her suffi- 
cient assurance to request a di- 
vorce, 

Confirming my observation that 
marriages are less likely to fail 
when the relationship is founded 
on a true partnership is a survey of 
several thousand marriages. In 
the survey it was shown that in 
cases where the wife ruled the 
roost, only 47 percent of the unions 
were happy; in those where the 
husband was dominant, the per- 
centage was 61. In marriages 
where there was a fair division of 
authority, 87 percent were happy! 


Tue answer to an unhappy mar- 
riage is not necessarily a divorce. 
It is in understanding and elimi- 
nating the causes contributing to 
the unhappiness. Remarriage, 
without having rid oneself of the 
maladjustments which made the 
first marriage a failure, is futile and 
foolish. It is, as Dr. Jules Guyot 
sagely observed more than one 
hundred years ago, “like the 
wretched fiddler who demands 
another violin, hoping that a new 
instrument will yield the melody 
he knows not how to play.”

Does a war trophy 


menace your home? 


[ B gins on page 12 | 


Today thousands of trophies are 
serving as household ornaments 
or are lying half-forgotten in attics 
and storerooms. Some have been 
converted into book ends, others 
into andirons, telephone stands, 
paperweights, and countless house- 
hold objects. They are the house- 
cleaning responsibility of wives, 
the delight of small sons and 
daughters. Thus women and chil- 
dren are the ones most often ex- 
posed to danger, most likely to be 
killed or maimed if a trophy ex- 
plodes. 

It is a dangerous mistake to im- 
agine that war trophies can be de- 
activated by soaking in water. 
Army and navy ordnance experts 
have been injured when examining 
foreign gadgets under the most 
rigid safety conditions. 


Owners, however, will find it 
simple to make certain that their 
trophies are harmless. In most 
communities local committees are 
now being appointed to arrange 
for transportation of trophies to 
the right experts for inspection and 
deactivation. If you own a trophy 
and don’t know whom to contact 
locally, write to the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue, Washington, 
D. C., for full information. 

The trophy should not be mailed 
under any circumstances. 

The Alcohol Tax Unit, Bureau 
of Internal Revenue, United States 
Treasury, will assist owners of ma- 
chine guns and other fully auto- 
matic weapons to register these 
guns as required by law. With the 
consent of the owners the guns will 
be welded to make them safe with- 
out detracting from ornamental or 
souvenir value. 

Nearby army and navy installa- 
tions will receive and deactivate 
trophies, grenades, shells, mines, 
and similar ordnance, but not guns 
and pistols. 

Owners of foreign-made guns 
and pistols can obtain advice from 
the National Rifle Association, 
1600 Rhode Island Ave. N. W., 
Washington, D. C., as to what, if 
any, American ammunition they 
can safely use. 


Except for the registration of 
fully automatic weapons, there is 
now no federal law requiring de- 
activation of any trophy. It is en- 
tirely voluntary, conducted with- 
out cost for the owner’s safety. No 
questions will be asked as to where 
the owner got the trophy, and all 
trophies will be returned. There is 
no law against war trophies. Sole 
purpose of the campaign is safety.

Garden cleanup is of first importance, especially if weather is mild. 
Spade up your vegetable garden and leave the soil loose to allow 
the frost to kill insects and their eggs. 
Lawns often need a December mowing. 
Grapevines can be pruned now. 
Strawberries: Firm soil loosened by frosts and apply mulch. 
Ivies can be sprayed with nicotine sulfate to rid them of scale. 
Fruit trees: Spray with lime-sulfur. 
Berried shrubs are worth a place in your garden. Visit your local 
park and nurseries to see the various fruits at their best. 
Bulbs potted last fall are ready to be moved indoors. 
House plants such as rubber plants, aspidistra, and sanseveria need 
their leaves washed twice monthly to remove dust.

Cuttings made from your shrubs now will root by spring. Make 
them about eight inches long. Tie in bundles and bury horizontally 
in moist sand. 

Christmas lights must not touch the needles on your evergreens or 
serious damage may result. Preferably, use lights only on spruce, 
pine, or fir. Avoid yew and hemlock. 

Potted bulbs for forcing can be dug up and brought indoors now. 
Birds will flock to your garden if you keep your bird feeder filled. 
Sunflower seed is liked by most birds, but other seeds are nearly as 
acceptable. 

Evergreens loaded with snow need help. Shake the snow off gently 
but don’t risk trying to remove ice. 

Amaryllis should be watered lightly until they are ready to bloom. 
Stored vegetables should be inspected carefully to see that they are 
keeping. The best storage temperature is 36 to 42 degrees. 

Labels should be pushed deeply into the soil now so that they won’t 
be heaved out by frost movements during the winter. Lampblack 
mixed with turpentine or linseed oil makes a long-lasting paint for 
lettering wooden labels. Metal labels should be tied so that they 
don’t swing in the wind or they soon wear out. - 
Lawns shouldn’t be walked on when there is snow on them. Walkin, 
may cause enough ice to form to smother your grass plants.

Sweetpeas should be planted in a new spot each year. 

Geraniums can be cut back to regain an attractive shape. 

Fuchsias will bloom over a longer season if a few plants are cut 
back severely each month. Fuchsias in hanging baskets probably 
need to be repotted now. Cut back the old plant severely and re- 
move some of the old soil. 

Annuals such as candytuft, African daisy, linaria, lupine, California 
poppy, nigella, and scabiosa.can be sown. 

Bleedinghearts bloom only if they are precooled (refrigerated for a 
few weeks). Then plant in a sunny spot. 

Spring-blooming bulbs should be planted this month. 

Daylilies and acanthus can be divided now. Save all broken pieces 
of acanthus root as they usually produce new plants if covered 
lightly with soil. Coralbells need to be divided every third year. 
Potted plants need a good soil. Prepare your soil mixture now so 
that it will have time to mature. I use equal parts of leafmold, cow 
manure, shredded redwood bark. and good garden loam, then add 
cottonseed meal or fish meal when ready to use the mixture.

I find it pays to build portable 
trellises during the winter. Dimen- 
sions can be varied to suit your 
needs. Then next spring you’ll be 
ready with the right support for 
peas, beans, annual climbers, or 
even a climbing rose serving as a 
temporary ‘screen.—Dick Hutchin- 
son, California. 


I didn’t get my tulips and lilies planted 
last September. Would you risk planting 
them now?—B. R. T., Pennsylvania. 


Tulips and lilies can be planted 
outdoors any time your soil isn’t 
frozen too hard to work. Don’t 
throw away bulbs even if they seem 
dried. When planting as late in the 
season as this, put finely pulverized 
soil around your bulbs. Don’t try 
to use the chunks of frozen soil. 
Air spaces left now because there 
were chunks in the soil used near 
the bulbs may become traps for 
water. Bulbs root slowly if too wet, 
and may rot completely. 


Last winter my attempts to get the snow 
and ice off my evergreens weren't suc- 


cessful. I brushed carefully, but the 
branches broke anyhow.—D. R. H., 
New York. 


Soft snow can be swept off hedges 
and evergreens to keep them from 
splitting under the weight. Sweep 
upward, not downward on branch- 
es. If the plants are covered with 
sleet or frozen snow, wait until the 
ice thaws. Most efforts to thaw ice 
from plants only makes matters 
worse. [ Turn to page 187

You cannot get them direct from 
Mr. Shephard. The Society makes 
a nominal charge. 

A mimeographed list of the 
roses can be obtained by writing to 
the American Rose Society, Harris- 
burg, Pennsylvania.

Plambing History 


Pity the Poor Presidents 


Wuen John and Abigail 
Adams moved into the unfin- 
ished White House in 1800, the 
luxury of the presidential pal- 
ace was bitterly denounced by 
Congress. Yet the average citi- 
zen today probably would re- 
fuse to trade his present home 
for the White House of 1800, 


lacking as it was in plumbing 


and heating equipment. In 
fact, the entire history of 


American plumbing can very 
well be traced in the develop- 
ment of presidential bathing 
facilities. 

In 1800 water was carried to 
the White House from a spring 
six blocks away. In the sum- 
mer, the aristocratic Mr. Ad- 
ams bathed himself in the Po- 
tomac. During Jefferson’s time 
necessary outhouses were made 
available. \ ater was still being 
carried to the White House in 


Dolly Madison’s era, altho 
other great houses had theirs 
running—hot and cold. The 


Monroes and the J. Q. Adams 
family presumably took their 
baths in relays behind the 
kitchen stove, like their hum- 
bler fellow citizens. 

It took a frontiersman, An- 
drew Jackson, to get running 
water in the kitchen, plus a 
hot and cold shower for him- 
self. Van Buren was the first to 
have a real bathroom. Cleve- 
land extravagantly demanded 
two. Teddy Roosevelt had 10, 
and later presidents have add- 
ed many more.—Ruth Cross 
and Kay Grable.

ferns should be handled as little as 
possible. Ferns can be showered, 
if it’s needed, in the kitchen sink 
or bathtub. But the others should 
be brushed lightly when dusty. 
Ivies, philodendrons, dracaenas, 
and others with similar smooth- 
textured leaves can be wiped clean 
every few weeks with a cleth wrung 
out of clear water. Support each 
leaf from below as you wipe it. 


How to side-step trouble 


—Avoid chilling plants. In cold 
weather use warm water, as hot as 
you can bear your hand in. 

Slip folded papers between 
plants and window glass on very 
cold nights. 


—Look over all plants closely 
for pests on arrival. Never place a 
new plant with even a few mealy 
bugs, aphids, or plant scale on it in 
a window with others. 


—Never bake a living plant 
intended for ornament. If you 
want to use a radiator top as a 
plant table, slip a sheet of asbestos 
or asbestos shingles between radia- 
tor top and tray holding potted 
plants. Then guard overhanging 
leaves against drying. 

—Sun ivies used on mantel or as 
table ornaments for at least two 
hours every week. No plant but a 
mushroom can grow for long with- 
out sunlight. 





Flat brown discs clustered along leaf 
ribs and stems and a sticky deposit 
below them indicate ivies have scale. 
Wash or spray with nicotine sulfate

Special care of gift plants 

A frican-violet (Saintpaulia). Al- 
ways water from below but lift pot 
and empty saucer of excess water 
after first wet spot shows on surface 
Snip off faded flowers 
promptly. Touch suspicious cottony 
specks at base of leaves (usually 
these are mealy bugs) with a wisp 
of cotton wrapped on a toothpick 
and dipped in alcohol or nail-pol- 
ish remover.

Amaryllis. Water and feed to 
push growth of leaves after blooms 
fade. Snip off seed pods. If mealy 
bugs puncture and suck sap at 
bases of new leaves, rub crevices 
between scales at neck of bulb with 
a light miscible oil mixed to 
strength for summer spraying. Re- 
move amaryllis to garden, and 
push growth thru summer. 
Azalea. Keep well watered, in 
good light, and cool. Azaleas, 
being small woody shrubs, can be 
saved for another season’s bloom. 
Give each new plant a teaspoon of 
vinegar in a cup of water once a 
week to keep soil acid, or else use 
one of the new liquids manu- 
factured especially for plants like 
azaleas and gardenias which do 
best in an acid soil. 

Begonias. Types flowering during 
the holidays want even tempera- 
tures and considerable sunlight. 
Begonias tolerate little gas in the 
alr, 


Pocketbook Plant (Calceolarea). 
Prolong bloom by keeping plant 
cool and in a light but not sunny 
spot. Keep water off foliage. 
Christmas Cactus, Keep in full 
light in a cool exposure and water 
daily as long as flowers hang on. 
Cineraria. Keep cool and out of 
direct sun. Nip faded flowers 
promptly. Water generously. Cine- 
rarias are annuals, that is one- 
season plants, and must be dis- 
carded after their beauty is gone. 
Cyclamen. Water twice a:day, 
from water in the saucer if pos- 
sible. If wrappings prevent this,

Dieffenbachia. Can be treated 
almost like a bog plant and grown 
in a vase without a drain hole. 
Does well in east windows. 


Ivy. Wipe leaves occasionally with 
clear water. Add only leafmold or 
rich loose soil with manure from a 
dairy when more soil is needed or 
ivy is repotted. If infected with 
scale, scrub brown discs (scale) 
from leaf veins and stems with 
soapsuds and small brush; then 
rinse in clear water. Give all ivies 
sun at least once a week. Keep soil 
damp but not waterlogged. 


Jerusalem Cherry. Very sensi- 
tive to gas in the air. Keep cool 
and in full light. Spray entire plant 
frequently with fine mist of water. 


Monstera. Treat as you do philo- 
dendrons. Handsome when well 
supported. Leaves are long-lasting. 


Philodendrons, Pothos. Pothos, 
especially the variegated kind, has 
better color in full sun. Philoden- 
dronsand pothos make good climb- 
ers even in north windows if given 
support. 


Pick-a-back Plant (Tolmiea). 
Tolerant of house conditions but 
thriftier in rich soil, and where 
moderately warm (70°). ° 


Poinsettia. Avoid drafts and 
abrupt changes of temperature. 
Keep in full light, but cool. Water 
daily unless soil becomes water- 
logged. 


Primula. Keep cool and moist. 
Allow no water to fall into crown 
of plant. Remove flowers as fast as 
they fade. 


Rambler Roses. Give a place in 
full light and keep well watered as 
long as flowers last. Less water will 
be needed later. If carried along to 
spring without loss of branches, the 
plants can often be cut back and 
transplanted to the open garden as 
early as soil can be worked.
